An electric rain and wind storm 
struck the city Sunday afternoon at 
5:30. Though attended with slighj 
damage, the fall in temperature was 
a great relief from the intense heat 
that had prevailed during the day. 
Sunday was a record breaker for the 
year.the mercury having climbed the 
tube to the one hundred mark. Ow- 
ing to the high temperature the at- 
tendance at th'e churches was small 
and the regular night services was 
declared off at most churches when 
the announcements were read from 
the pulpits in the morning. 

Shade and fruit trees were blown 
down in different parts of the city, 
while standing wheat in many sec- 
tions of the county was blown down, 
and that which had already been cut 
and shocked was literally scattered 
to the four winds. The srorm was 
not general throughout the county, 
the southern portion having neither 
rain or wind. Like the rain of the 
previous Sunday, there was not 
enough to lay the dust just beyond 
the city limits. 

The Pembroke section had no rain 
and very little wind. West of town 
about five miles out the rainfall was 
very heavy, flooding low lands and 
swelling streams beyond fording 
and carrying away some fencing. 

The "trouble department" of the 
Cumberland Telephone Co. had as 
much as it could attend to all- day 
yesterday. Broken connections were 
constantly reported and reconnected 
as rapidly as possible. Manager 
Russell stated that his lines along 
the Clarksville, Lafayette, Julien 
and Gracey roads suffered consider- 
ably by the lines being broken by 
falling limbs. He promptly put a 
force at work on those roads aud 
expected to have all damages rej 
paired by Monday night. 

The Home Telephone Co. also had 
its share of damage to wires, but it 
expected to have everything 
working order by noon yesterday. 

The Electric Light Co. reports its 
damage hardly worth mentioning, 
though a few transformers were 
burned out and lines broken at dif- 
ferent points. 

Mrs. Lou V. Adams, whose farm 
is on the Palmyra road, about three 
miles from the city, had a valuable 
Jersey cow killed by lightning. 

Mr. St. Clair Leavell, who is run- 
ning a dairy, was in a surrey with 
his wife out where his cows 
pastured, when a large tree was 
blown down, falling within a few 
feet of him. 

At the boarding house of Mrs. M. 
Long, on West Seventh street, the 
top of a chimney was blown down 
even with the roof. Mrs. Stonewall 
Morris lost a canary bird by the 
wind blowing the bottom out of its 
cage. Monday morning the bird 
was heard about the house, but was 
caught by a cat. Mrs. Morris had 
refused.$25 for her i>et. 

Several awnings were blown down, 
the Planters Hardware Co. suffering 
most, as they have two store rooms. 
The large awning in front of the 
John Moayon store was also torn 
away by the wind. 

W. H. Cumniings& Son sustained 
a slight loss by having the fence at 
of their warehouses leveled to 
the ground.

MISS BRASHER WINS. 



W. H. Taylor Case Proved 
to be a Hard Fought 
Contest. 



The grand jury, aftor an adjourn- 
ment of a week, reconvened yester- 
day, and will probably be in session 
all this week. Very few bills have 
yet been returned in open court, but 
a good sized batch is expected at any 
time. 

In the case of John L. Brasher, 
guardian for his daughter, Annie 
May Brasher, against the Tennessee 
Central railroad company for dam- 
ages, for being put off at the wrong 
station, the jury returned a verdict 
for the plaintiff for $300. This is 
second trial of the case, the first 
verdict having been for $500, which 
was set aside on account of being 
excessive. Miss Brasher had paid 
her fare to Chester, on said road, it 
being near where she was teaching 
school in April, 1904, but the con- 
ductor got confused about the 
stations and insisted that she should 
get off at Masonville, about three 
miles North of Chester, and the 
young lady had to walk and carry a 
heavy valise about two miles, result- 
ing in physical injury as well as 
humiliation. The plaintiff was rep- 
resented by Judge Bush and Mr. L. 
Yonts. 

The case of the commonwealth for 
the use and benefit of W. H. Taylor 
against L. A. Morris and the Fed- 
eral Union Surety Company for 
$10,000 damages, went on trial Sat- 
urday and was given to the jury at 
11:30 yesterday. Plaintiff ailleged 
that he was assaulted by Morris at 
the L. & N. depot, while the latter 
was a member of the local police 
force and that the assault was un- 
provoked.

CONFERENCE AT 
WASHINGTON 



Finally Determined Upon by 
Both Sides of East- 
ern Conflict. 

TRIUMPN FOR AMERIC A 



Events Leading up to Big 
Battle if Not Stopped 
by Peace. 



Washington, D. C.June 19.— Rus- 
sia has finally accepted Washington* 
as a meeting place of the Russian 
and Japanese plenipotentiaries, the- 
Foreign Office, at the personal di- 
rection of the Emperor.having waiv- 
ed its request for reconsideration, as 
the Emperor desires to give the full- 
est and fairest opportunity to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's proposal. The re- 
sult is looked upon as a triumph for 
American diplomacy. The Gazeta 
intimates that Russia may not balk 
at an indemnity, though nothing is 
yet known as to Japan's terms. The 
operations in Manchuria appear to? 
be leading up to a big engagement. 

Reports from the Japanese armies 
in Manchuria state that steady ad- 
:es are being made. Gen Nis- 
tchenko has occupied Liao Yang 
Wopeng, the Russians fleeing in dis- 
order. The Russian losses are said 
have been heavy. 

Russia and Japan have each de- 
cided tentatively to appoint three 
plenipotentiaries to the Washington 
peace conference It is understood 
that M. Nelidorff has accepted the 
chairmanship of the Russian dele- 
gation.' If Maniuis Ito ie unable to 
accept it is believed that Field Mar- 
shal Yamagata will be desigaated 
as the ranking Japanese plenipoten- 
tiary. It is expected that the con- 
ference will convene about the mid- 
dle of August. It is expected that 
the President will suggest the ad- 
visability of a limited truce and that 
this suggestion will be accepted.

Foreign Immigration an Ob- 
ject Lesson to the South. 

The following picture is from a 
recent editorial in the Memphis Com- 
mercial-Appeal, and while written 
from a different standpoint and for 
a different purpose than the one to 
which we will apply it, still it por- 
trays conditions that should receive 
the most earnest thought of every 
loyal American citizen, wherever he 
may reside; but more especially do 
we commmend it, with the lessons 
logically deducible therefrom to the 
press and the people of thevsouth: 

"This New North seems to have 
no regard for the law, for good gov- 
ernment, for honest elections, for 
the rule of the people. Democracy- 
has yielded to the boss. One hun- 
dred thousand illegal voters are ad- 
mitedly registered by the republican 
machine in Philadelphia. The mob 
is cock of the walk in Chicago. The 
thieves are lords of the ascendant ' 
Pittsburg. Every citizen in Rhode 
Island practically is for sale. New 
Jersey is glorious in her corporate 
rottenness. New York is the rend- 
ezvous for official blackmail and cor- 
porate plunder. And so it 
The New North seems to be without 
virtues, without honesty and with- 
out any recognition whatever of the 
elemental principles of popular gov- 
ernment." 

We assume the entire correctness 
of this picture and give it as our 
strongest conviction that this deplo- 
rable state of affairs could exist in 
this country from only onecause.and 
thot the lowering of our standard of 
citizenship through the indiscrimi 
nate admission of immigrants. Re- 
cent exposures of a secret agent 
our government, sent to Europe for 
the purpose of investigating the 
character of the immigrants coming 
to this country, a Mr. Braun, show 
that we are receiving with the knowl- 
edge and connivance of foreign gov- 
ernments, their pauper and criminal 
classes. 

This trusted agent of the govern- 
ment makes this as an official report 
to the president, and he further says 
that it has been and is now the 
practice of some of these govern- 
ments to make it a condition with 
some criminals that they will be re- 
leased if they will go to the United 
States. This agent also found an 
institution near Budapest from 
which pauper children were taken 
and placed under fictitious parents 
to be brought to this country at so 
much a head. 

A still further fraud exists in the 
issurance of counterfeit naturaliza- 
tion papers, so that thousands come 
into the; cities uf the north and at 
once enter under the control of po- 
litical ward bosses, who vote them 
in "job lots" for a money price.

present population of the northern, 
eastern and western states. In some 
of these the foreign born exceeds 
the native born population by from 
200 to 400 per cent. 

This has become so great a men- 
ace to the entire north. east and west 
that in consequence a cry has arisen 
from all portions that of these sec- 
tions that "the south is not getting 
hershare of these valuable accession * 
to our American population," and 
some of our southern friends 
have taken the bait, hook and all.and 
>w the south is confronted with a 
menace from which they have hither- 
to been freed, and that through the 
agency of the much maligned negro. 
Let us see how we have fared under 
this discriminating ('.'» policy that 
has given the north all thes 
grants and which the presence of 
the negro has kept out of the south, 
Taking the census records for the 
twenty years ending with the 
one or from 1880 to 1900, the bal- 
ance of the country increased in ag 
riculture 65 per cent. while the south 
increased in the same period 72 per 
cent. Manufactures increased in 
the rest of the country outside the 
south during this period 242 per 
cent., while the south increased 348 
per cent. The increase in value of 
manufactured products during this 
period for the balance of the nation 
was 135 per cent., and for the south 
it was 219 per eent. By way of ex 
planation of these startling figures 
the south has kept her population 
almost entirely intact, there being 
twice as many foreign born citizens 
in the state of Illinois as in the entire 
fourteen southern states combined. 

What a tribute is this to the native 
American blood that flows so fully 
in the veins of the people of the 
south? What incentive exists in 
these figures to keep the population 
of the south free from the taint that 
is inevitable from the reception of 
indiscriminate classes of foreigners? 
The people of the south have made 
the proudest record vouchsafed to 
any in the world since the close of 
the civil war, ahd now as we stand 
on the threshold of greater things 
are we to have that proud record 
stained by admitting among us the 
'scum of Europe?" 
This is the fate in store for us if 
our southern ports are opened to the 
reception of immigrants, as many 
are proposing. The north, aided 
and abetted by the commissioner of 
immigration, is very solicitous to 
have the south receive the vandal 
hordes coming to our shores, but we 
must not permit it; not only must 
our own loved land of the south be 
kept for our children as pure as we 
can have it.but a cry should be heard 
from all over the south that will 
itay this tide of immigration that is 
demoralizing the north. 

Surely the United States will not 
be content to become a mere penal 
colony for Europe. It rests largely 
on the south to save not only her 

section from this menace and 

damning blight, but that of the rest 
of the country as well. No higher 
duty rests today on our country than 
the protection of her population, and 
we shall neVer be silent until this v. 
done.— Chattanooga Tradesman.

Neighbors 
of his son, on seeing him fall, went 
to his aid and notified the family at 
once, but when Mr. Orr reached hia 
father he was almost gone, living 
only about eight minutes longer. 
His remains arrived here Saturday- 
morning and were taken to his home 
at Clay and Sixth street. 

A large number of his friends at- 
tended the funeral services Sunday- 
morning at 9:30, which were con- 
ducted by his pastor, Rev. H. D. 
Smith, of the Christian church. Hia 
remains were interred in Hopewell 
Cemetery, in the lot adjoining that 
of the McCarty family, 
In 1853 Mr. Orr, who was a carpen- 
ter by trade, came to Hopkinsville 
to work on the Western Kentucky 
Asylum, which was then in process 
of erection.

With the exception of Mr. Skerritt, 
they all married here and raised 
families. Mr. Orr was the last but 
one to pass away.
